“The order of interim suspension threfore passed 
in Ibis case on July 7, 1959 would be valid 
subject of coure to the respondent being paid 
the full remuneration unless the District Council 
can legilcmaiely without the whole or part of it 
under some statute or rule tramed thereunder, 
being there undoubtedly no express contract to 
that effect. Before we part with this case we 
should like to point out the law has now 
been passed, namely the United Khasi*Jaintia 
Hills Autonomous District 'Appointment and 
Succession of Chiefs and Headmen) Act, (No. 
II of 1959) which came into force in October 
1959. It deals with appointment of Chiefs and 
Headmen as well as their removal and sus- 
pension (as punishment). The word “Chief* 
includes a Syiem, Lyngdob etc. and 
the respondent would therefore be a Chief 
within the meaning of this Act and further 
action may be taken accordingly. We there- 
fore allow the appeal with costs, set aside 
the order of the High Court and direct that 
further action be taken in the manner in- 
dicated by us above.”

Bui 
I agree with the other two reasons given 
by my learned brother, namely (1) If the 
respondent’s contention were to prevail, the 
ordbr of appointment would itself be bad, 
with the result that the Siem would not have 
any right to the office; (2) On October 16. 
1959, an Act, known as the United Khasi 
Jaintia Hills Autonomous District (Appoint- 
ment and Succession of Chiefs and Headmen) 
Act, (No. 11 of 1959), was passed and there 
fore there is now valid law empowering the 
District Council to remove a Siem; and as 
the enquiry in question' is only at its initial 
stage, it can hereafter be validly conducted 
under the provisions of the said Act."

Humble petition of Members of the Foun- 
der Clans Mylliem Syiemsbip praying for 
enquiry into the validity and propriety of 
the United Kbasi*Jaintia Hills Autonomous 
District (Appointment and Succession of 
Chiefs and Headmen) Act. 1959. 

Most Respectfully Sheweth, 
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That the humble petitioners are members and 
representatives of the Founder Clans of the 
Mylliem Syiemship called ‘Hima,’ who have the 
right to choose the Syiem and Myntris to sit in 
Durbar for the governance of the Hima, in 
accordance >vith the age old custom and traditions* 

2. That our Syiemship is comprised of se- 
veral groups of villages called ‘Rajs, and each 
Raj again, comprises of a number of villages 
called ‘Shnong,’ all the adult males of which are 
members of the Durbar Shnong 

3. That the office of the Syiem is a sacred 
institution entrusted with the protection and pre- 
servation of the rights and the regulation of du- 
ties of every citizen (villages), of the Syiemship, 
which the Founder Clans along with the durbars 
of villages, called ‘Durbar Shnong’ and ‘Durbar 
Raj’ have appointed unto themselves by a co- 
venant on oath, the Syiem as symbol of unity 
of all villages and groups of villages, comprising 
the Syiemship. 

4. That the District Counc’l as we were 
made to understand was an institution which has 
come to protect and conserve the traditional 
rights and the institutions of the Khasi tribe 
which is of the oldest innahitants of India; and 
not to uproot them from their traditional ways 
and custom. The present Members of the Dist- 
rict Council also during their election campaigns, 
assured every Khasi that they would strive and 
work for the protection and conservation of our 
institutions which we hold so dear. 

5. That to the utter surprise and dismay of 
the humble petitioners, the present regime of 
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the District Council, without giving proper pu- 
blicity. introduced a Bill for the Appointment 
and Succession of Chiefs and Headmen which 
violates the existing custom and usages and 
usurps the rights of the petitioner and their 
posterity, and strikes at the very root of Khasi 
life. Tne effect of which will be the extinction 
of the Khasi tribe, 


6 That on learning that the District Coun- 
cil di.ring its last session, passed the above Bill, 
some of the humble petitioners personally ap- 
proached the Hon’ble Minister i/c Tribal Affairs, 
leque'Jiing him to send back the Bill to District 
Council for giving wide publication in Khasi in 
order to elicit public opinion. The Minister in- 
structed them to state their complaint in writing 
v/hich they accordingly did on 8ih September, 
1959, but it appears that the Hon'ble Minister 
being a non Khasi failed to appreciate the situa- 
tion and respect the sanctity of Khasi custom, 
he did not make any effort to prevent such a 
hasty legislation on a matter” which is so serious 
and fundamental to the Khasi race. 

7. That to the bumble petitioners’ disap* 
pcinment is now transpires that Your Excellency 
has given assent to the Bill, apparently under 
the impression that the Bill had been duly and 
properly published to the people and had had 
their general acceptance. 

That to enable Your Excellency to appreciate 
the situation and to understand our genuine 
apprehention of the disastrous effect of the Act, 
We beg to place the following points for your 
sympathetic consideration 
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(i) That the District Council has no power 
to make law which, contravene the fundamental 
custom and usages of the people. 

(ii) That it is wrong for the District Coun- 
cil to assume that the Khasi Syiems, Lyngdohs, 
and other functionaries are servants or incum- 
bents of the District Council, which fact the 
Government has always been aware of, and had 
it clearly defined in Gazette notification No. 
TAD/R/23/51/14 dated 8th November, 1951 pu- 
blished in the Assam Gazette of Nov. 14, 1951, 
which runs as follows 

“(4) For the purpose of Clause (a) of sub- 
rule (1) a person shall not be deemed 
to be a salaried servant of the Govern- 
ment or an employee of the District 
Council in the autonomous district by 
reason only that he holds an office of 
Syieins, Sirdar, Lyngdob, Wahadadar, 

Doloi. Chief, Nokma, Laskar, Gaonbura, 
or other customary head of a tribal in- 
stitution, as the case may be whether 

called by this or any title, who is recog- 
nised as such by the Government or 
other competent authority ” 

(iiil That the present Act seeks to ignore 
the inherrent responsibilities of the various func- 
tionaries in the Khasi Polity as constituted by 

the childern of the soil (ki kbun ki hajar), to 

undertake the duties sacredly assigned to them 
by the time honoured custom. 

(iv) That in Clause (f) of the Definitions 
given in the Act, the term “Durbar” has been 
defined to mean “Durbar cPnstituted by the 
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District Council under any law to guide the 
Chief in running the administration 

(v) That the District Council by this Act 
now seeks to demolish the customary durbars 
of vil'ases, groups of villages and the Durbar 
Hima (full Durbar of the Syicmship), by diiiniog 
the term “Durbar” as quoted in (iv) above, 
which “Durbar” is a new creation of the District 
Council with view to usurp the fundamental right 
of the people constituting the villages, the gioups 
of villages and the Syiemship, The Act therefore 
circumscribes the right of the Khasi people, “To 
grow on the/r own loots” and to preserve their 
identitv in their forward march along with the 
rest of the country. 

Under the cricumstances we fervently request 
Your Excellency to kindly institute an equiry into 
the K hasi constitution and in the light of such 
enquiry to review the whole situation and take 
such measure as you deem fit so as to ensure 
contentment and well being of the Khasi people.

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KHASI STATE PEOPLE’S UNION 
OF YESTERYEARS 

— L. Gilbert Shullai 

Before the Khasi States signed the Instru- 
ment of Accession on the 15th December 1947, 
the following letter (No 1440/C dated Shillong 
the 13th December 1947) was issued under the 
signature of the Adviser to His Exellency the 
Governor of Assam addressed to the Secretary, 
Federation of Khasi States : — 

“I am directed to refer to your letter No. 
36/Pol/40 dated 12th April 1947, and to say 
that the Rulers of the Khasi States need 
have no cause for apprehension. The power 
of the Dominion Legislature to make laws 
in the States, as stated in ycur letter, is in 
accordance with the provisions of the Instru- 
ment or Accession, but is limited to those 
subjects, which are included in what is known 
as the Federal List (Seventh Schedule, Govern- 
ment of India Act. 1935), read with Section 
5 of the Agreement attached to the Instru- 
ment of Accession. 

There is therefore no reed to specify the 
subjects in detail in the Agreement, as tney are, 
as stated above, included in the Feds^ral List. 

Furthermore I am to add that where a 
standstill arrangement exists, the existing laws 
continue as before. 

I trust that this answers your questions”. 

In the last part of 1948 (one thousand nine 
hundred forty eight) Elections were held to elect 
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the Members of the Khasi 
Making Durbar. There was , 

the Khasi States People’s Union and tins' -otlier 
known sa the Khasi-Jaintia Federated National 
Conference under the Presidentship of Rev. J.J M. 
Nichols Roy who was also one of the Members 
of the Constituent Assembly of India from the 
Province of Assam. It may be mentioned here 
that Manipur, Tripura and Kbasi States are 
represented by Mr. G.S. Cuba. 


On December 9, 1948, the Secretary of Fe- 
deration of Khasi States Informed the “Khasi 
States” that Rev. J.J.M. Nichols Roy had sub- 
mitted a proposal in the Constituent Assembly 
of Tnd’a, and that the proposal was to include 
the following rroviso in Article 190 of the Draft 
Constitution of India :~ 


“Provided that notwithstanding anything 
contained in Article 225 the Governor of 
Assam may by public notification direct that 
any Khasi States area may be administered 
as if it were part of the autonomous dist* 
rict of the Khasi and Jaintia Hills mentio- 
ned in Part I of the Table appended _ to 
paragraph 19 of the said Schedule subject 
to such terms as may be agreed upon by 
the State concerned and specified in the 
notification”. 

On 21, December 1948 a public meeting was 
held at the Students’ Field, Jaiaw Shillong under the 
auspices of the Khasi States People’s Union un- 
der the chairmanship of Rai Bahadur. D. Ropmay, 
the following Resolutions were adopted and sent 
' to the < President, Constituent Assembly of India:— 
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RESOLUTION -I 

This meeting of the people of Kbasi States, 
under the auspices of the Khasi States People's 
Union, strongly resents the overbearing step 
taken by the Assam Minister, Rev JJ.M. Nichols 
Roy, in the Constituent Assembly of India, in 
tabling and trying to add after clause (2) of 
Article 190 in the Draft Constitution of India 
the amendment which runs as follows : 

"Provided that, notwithstanding anythin e 
contained in Ariticle 225, the Governor of 
Assam may, by public notihcation, direct that 
any Khasi State area may be administered 
as if it were part of the autonomous dist- 
rict of the Khasi and Jaintia Hills mentio- 
ned in Part I of the Table appended to 
paragraph 19 of the said schedule, subject to 
such terms as may agreed upon by the 
State concerned and specified in the notifi- 
cation". 

This step is taken by Rev. Nichols Roy 
without the knowlege and against the desire of 
the majority of the Khasi States people. 

That Rev. Nichols Roy does not speak the 
mind of the Khasi people and has no right to 
do so is evident from the results of the elections 
to the Constitution Making Durbar of Kbasi 
States that have taken place in the two premier 
States, Mylliem and Khyrim. 

Of the eleven elected seats from Mylliem 
States, which includes the town of Shillong, nine 
seats have been won by candidates of the Kbasi 
States People’s Union or candidates supported 
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by it in opposition to the candidates of the 
Khasi Jaintia Federated State National Confe- 
rence, of which Rev. J./.M. Nichols Roy is the 
President. Of the twelve seals from Khyrim 
State all the twelve have been won by the Khasi State 
People, s Union, Both Mylliem and Khyrim Sta- 
tes in themselves claim half of the total strength 
of elected members to the Constitution Making 
Durbar, and hence even befoie elections in other 
States have taken place it can unmistakeably be 
seen that the will of tlie people of Khasi States 
is ovc whelmingly pronounced against the lead 
claimed and the stand taken by the Knasi Jain- 
tia Federated State National Conference. 

The elections all along have been fought under 
two conflicting principles and aims held by the Con- 
ference on the one hand and the Union on the 
other. The aim of the Conference as publicly 
declared by its President, in his speech on the 
8ih October, 1 948, which ho has published, is to 
include the Khasi States within the provisions of 
the autonomous districts of Assam laid down in 
Schedule 6 of the Draft Constitution of India. 
This will mean the doing away with the legal 
and administrative status of States as States. 
The Khasi States People’s Union is opposed of 
this move of the Conference and stand for the 
mtintenance of the present legal and admini- 
strative status of Khasi States and their out- 
standing democratic institutions within the frame 
work of the Sovereign Secular State of the 
Dominion of India as agreed upon between 
the Dominion authorities and the Khasi States 
by the Instrument of Accession executed jointly 
by them on the 15th December 1947. 

From what has been stated above it is evi- 
dent that the defeat of the Conference is the defeat 
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of the principle on which it fought the elec- 
tions and which Rev. Nichols Roy seeks to give 
effect to through the amendment tabled by him. 

This meeting therefore prays that the Consti- 
tuent Assembly would be pleased to sset aside 
Rev. Nichols Roy’s amendment as it is opposed 
to the will of a vast majority of Khasi States 
People.

agreed upon in the Instrument of Accession and 
its annexed agreement, this meeting hereby — 

(a) records its appreciation of the arrange-

(b) resolves to appeal to the people in all 
the States not to be apprehensive and misled by 
any propaganda of the Conference in respect of 
the legislative powers exercisable by the Dominion 
Legislature.
